SRST Se eps EN ST E 
AN ACT to outhoriza the Judges of tha sovoral 
County Courts m Oregon Torntory to divide their 
respeetive Counties mto Road Districts, and appoint 
Supervisor. 
Be ut enacted by the House of Representa. 
- ves of Oregon Territory, ' 

Sec. 1. That the Judges of the several 
County Courts shall have the care and super. 
intendence of the highways and bridges 
therein, and it shall bo their duty— 

Ist. To give directions for the laying out, 
opening, and repairing of highways, and the 
building and repairing of bridges within their 
respective counties. 

2d To regulate the highways already 

+ laid out, and to alter such of them as they 
o shall deem expedient. 
3d. To cause such of the roads used as 
v highways as shall have been used five years, 
D but not recorded, to be agcertained, described, 
“and entered of record. 
2 4th. To divide their respective countes 
mto convenient highway district8, and the 
same to change at pleasure. i 
¢ 5th. To assign to each of said districts, 
such of the inhabitants liable to work on 
highways as they should seo proper, having 
regard to proximity of residence as mf&ch as 
may be. 

2. For the better improversent of any 
road or bridge, the court may unite two or 
more districts, or parts of districts, intoreated 
therein, and direct tho appheation ot the 

ainet Ujer and tax to such improvement. 

3. on petition of a majority of the 
citizens interested in any such improvement, 
they may impose an additional tan, in work, 
on the districts, or parts of districts afore. 
sad, and apply the same on sush improve. 
ment. å 

4. In aid of the same objects, they miy 
appropriate such sums as they may deem 
expeiient, out of the county treasury, 

5. When there shall be a failure to elect 
a supervisor for any district, and as often as 
vacancies shalf occur the ara re 
appoint the necessary supery) s soon fig 
day may be noufied of such failure or va. 


eancy occurring. 
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12. When any highway shall become im 
passable by reason of any casual inter 
ruption from the falling’ sf timbor, or tho 
washing nway or injury of banks or bridges 
tho supervisor of the district, shall call out a 
sufficient number of hands to place such 
highway in passable repair. 

13. When such extra labor shall not re 


quire all thé hands of the district, or shall na/ 


each, tho supervisor may assess the’ san 

upon such number of hands as he may deg 

sufficient, and for the amoynt of such ext 
Inbor performed by any one abovo tho aver- 
age amount performed by all, he shall rə- 
ceive a certificate, which shall be a good 
credit to the holder thereof whoover he 
may baon account of any subsequent laborta 
be performed on the highway of such district. 

14. Tho supervigor, or any other person 
by his order, may enter upon any land ad- 
joining or near to any highway in his diss 
trict, and thereupon to construct such ditch. 
es, drains or dams, to dig or remove any gra- 
vel, earth, sand or stone, or to cutand re- 
movo any wood or trees, that shall be neces- 
sary for the construction and ropair, or pre- 
servation of such nghway. 

15. In all suits brought by tho supervi. 
sor, by virtue of the authority given to him 
by law, he shall be a competent witness, gnd 
shall not be liable for costs, É 

16. The supervisor shall cayse.all the 
hands in his district. to work at least two 
days on the highway in his district previous 
to the first day of July in each year, and also 
within the year to work out tho whole amount 
of tax charged to each person for road pur- 

ses, 

17. He shall keep an account of the work 
done by each person and of the amount col- 
lected and expended ahd make returns there» 
of to the county clerk, on the first Monday 
in May, after his appointmen, and pay over 
tohis successor all moncys, not expended, 
which account he shall verify by his oath. 

18. Ifany supervisor shall ful to compel 
the hands of his district, to work the full 
time required, by law, orshall fail to collect, 
expend, or pay ‘over the fines and penalties

PUBLIC MEETING. 

Persuant to publio notice, the citizens of 
Champoog county, mot at the housa of An. 
ine Gregoirs on Wednesday, Jan. 12th. 
for the purposo of taking into consideration, 
the propriety of-raising an additional com- 
piny of Volunteers, to march against the 
Cayuse Indians. 

‘The call was promptly met by an dasem- 
blago of near one hundred and fifty porsons 
at an carly hour. 

Rebert Nowell, Esqr. was choson to pre- 
side, and M, Porteus appointed secretary— 
Tho chairman stating iho object of the mect- 
jug, ina brief and appropriate address, the 
following Proamble and Resolutions were 
unanimously adoptod. 

“Whereas it ss believed that several of the 
Indian tribes Eust of the Cascade mountains 
have formed an alliance for the purpose of, 
carrying on hostilities against this colony, 
and whereas the exigency of the times calls 
for prompt and energotio action on the part 
of the People of this Territory, in enlisting 
anil mustoring into the service, the number 
of volunteers required by the Executivo 
Therefore - 

Ist. Resolved, That we deem it highly ox- 
pedient to raso, arm and equip one compa- 
ny of Riflemen to proceed immediately, to 
join the Regiment at Portland. 

Qnd, Resolrtd, that we the Canadian Citi- 
zens of Champoeg county, feel it our duty to 
assist our adopted country in the prosccu- 
tion of the existing war against the Cayuse 
Indians, for the horrible massacre, commit- 
ted by them upon American citizens at 
Woaitlatpu. e 

Aftor which, a call was made for volun- 
teers, when thirty came forward and enrolled 
their nimes. . 

On monon of Mr. Newell, 

Thos. Mo Kay, was chosen 'by a unani- 
mous vote, captain of said Company.
